WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger will visit 
Cairo and other Mideast capitals next 
week as the United States tries to pro­ 
mote peace negotiations between Israel 
and its Arab foes, officials said. 
The trip, to be formally announced 
today, is considered a prelude to talks 
between Israel and the Arab states late 
this year or in early 1974. 
Kissinger will stop in Jidda and 
A mman to confer with Saudi Arabian 
and Jordanian leaders, and possibly 
also in Rabat, Morocco. Then, after a 
stop in Pakistan, he will fly to Peking 
on Nov. IO for a visit postponed because 
of the Mideast war. 
The White House had planned to 
announce Kissinger’s trip following a 
m e e tin g to d ay b etw een P re s id e n t 
Nixon and Ismail Fahm y, the acting 
Egyptian foreign minister.

The fact that Kissinger’s trip to Cairo 
had already been planned was taken as 
evidence that Washington has already 
decided on at least the broad outline of 
its diplomatic course. 
Both the United States and the Soviet 
Union have pledged to use their "good 
offices’’ to expedite negotiations bet­ 
ween Israel and her Arab neighbors. Of 
the two super powers, 
Washington 
clearly is playing the dominant role, 
w hile keep in g 
M oscow 
in fo rm e d 
principally through Dobrynin. 
All attem pts to foster negotiations 
since Israel was established 25 years 
ago have foundered even before an 
agenda could be prepared. The object 
of the current exploratory talks is to 
bring the two sides together under one 
roof, bargaining through a U.S. in­ 
term ediary or directly across the table 
from each other. Geneva is a potential 
site.

Saxbe said his lengthy conversation 
with the President satisfied him that 
Nixon has acted honorably throughout 
the Watergate controversy 
Asked whether Nixon had offered 
him the- job as attorney general, Saxbe 
responded, “That was implied when I

He said the next move is up 
to Nixon, but added, “ I’m satisfied in 
my mind I could do the job.” 
Key senators had said Tuesday that 
Nixon planned to nominate Saxbe but 
Saxbe said then he had not been offered 
the job.

Saxbe, 57, a first-term senator who 
recently announced he would not run 
for reelection next year, is a former 
attorney general of his state.

Ghosts no joke to spirit hunters

people, ghosts are funny kids with 
sheets over their heads on Halloween. 
But lor lolks who track down appari­ 
tions in creaky old houses, the subject 
is no laughing matter 
Take David Munsell, an exorcist who 
scares off spooks in his spare time, or 
Edward Warren, a professional ghost 
hunter who says he’s uncovered 500 
cases of genuine haunt mgs 
These 
|x*ople believe. 
“ There’s no doubt about it,” Warren 
told an interviewer. 
“ I have seen 
people as solid as you appear and 
disappear.” 
Warren, of Monroe, Conn., says he’s 
investigated 
2,000 
reportings 
of 
supernatural activity in the past 25 
years And in some cases, he says he’s 
actually convinced the ghosts that it s 
time lo pass on. 


Munsell, who operates a landclearing 
business in Bradford, Maine, says he 
has driven spirits from about a half 
dozen houses by chanting over and 
over, “ In Jesus’ name, get out.” 


Munsell’s most celebrated case was 


i i i 
Pittsfield, where a pesky spirit 
began winging objects through the air 
in a 125-year-old farmhouse which was 
the home of Mr. and Mrs 
Frank 
Ehrhardt. 


Munsell, who had read about the 
Ehrhardt’s troubles, offered his ser 
vices. That was two years ago, and the 
ghost, or whatever it was, has not re 
turned. 


Munsell. who teaches a course about 
the supernatural at the University of 
Maine, says, “ Ghosts are simply mam 
testations of unclean, or evil, spirits. 
They’re fallen angels. They are in­ 
telligent, powerful beings 
We don’t 
play games with them. 


“ I have authority over them through 
the Lord I command them to leave.” 
And he says it always works. 
However, Warren says not all ghosts 
are 
bad 
Even 
though 
some 
are 
demons, others are simply the confused 
spirits of people who have died hut 
don’t want to leave 


“ I am not an exorcist, but I can 
communicate with spirits,” Warren 
said “ I will talk to them just as I talk to 
you Remember they are people, even 
though in spirit form 


“ Many ol them will not accept the 
fact that they are dead because they 
don’t want to accept the fact of God 
Some just don’t want to leave home 
Others don’t want to give up their 
families 


W e must convince them that they 
would be better off if they passed over 
correctly and let things take their 
course.”

Juries and drinking 


There is no lack of good reasons to 
avoid excessive drinking, even of the 
so-called social variety. One little 
added nudge toward abstemious or 
at any rate temperate behavior is 
brought to attention by Jury Verdict 
Research, 
This group’s staff has just com­ 
pleted a study, “ Alcohol as an Issue - 
Plaintiff Drinking." It concludes 
that juries considering liability suits 
are likely to show much less sym 
pathy for plaintiffs if the latter were 
under the influence of alcohol at the 
time of the episode in question 
A release about the report puts the 


question thus: “ It you were involved 
in an automobile accident, fell at the 
neighborhood grocery, or perhaps 
slipped off the scaffold at your place 
of business, will your previous In­ 
take of alcoholic beverages affect 
the reactions and reasoning of the 
jury?" The general answer is in the 
affirmative. 


The Jury Verdict Research report 
does show that when awards are 
made the amount is only a little less 


in cases where drinking is involved 
than would normally be expected 
The crunch comes on the jackpot 


question whether an award will be 
made at all Here th*' adverse im 
pact of drinking on jury sympathies 
is 'dearly shown As an example the 
report offers data on awards to 


plaintiff pedestrians struck by 
vehicles: it alcohol was involved, we 
are told, an award is made in alxiut 
one third fewer cases

Justice Department faces long tw ilight

Raw from 
tho wounds of Watergate, the Justice 
Department is putting on a brave face 
and turning inward to mend. 
It was to have been the show piece for 
a law and order President It became a 
house beset by one morale-shattering 
upheaval after another. 
As the scandal unfolded with the 
spring, one attorney general was ac­ 
cused of crimes and other standard 
bearers were accused of im propriety. 
The mood was glum. 
President Nixon turned then to Elliot 
L 
Richardson 
and 
W illia m 
D 
Ruckelshaus. two adm inistration men 
who stood untouched and generally 
regarded as 
honorable, 
tru th fu l, 
upright. They were sent as the rescuers 
to convince a doubting public that 
Justice, too. housed those virtues. 
‘‘There was a ferment of ideas, an 
enthusiasm 
they 
g e n e ra te d ," 
an 
associate recalls now’. 
With Richardson as attorney general 
and Ruckelshaus as his deputy, debate 
bounced incessantly around the bur­ 
nished walnut conference table. Memos 
flew like wildfire. 
Gone were the days of John N. 
M itchell. 
N ixon's 
firs t 
attorney 
general, 
a 
man 
now 
accused 
of 
violating the law he was supposed to 
enforce. 
Gone were the IO months of Richard 
Kleindienst, a man who resigned as the 
scandal lapped close to him. 
And gone now are Richardson and 
Ruckelshaus. who promised justice 
devoid 
of 
po litics, 
prom ised 
a 
Watergate investigation tree ot outside 
pressure, and quit as the ultim ate act to 
keep the vow. 
Richardson made it his mission to 
restore public confidence in the Justice 
Department in a campaign of speeches 
backed up step bv step with action. 
There were indications he was suc­ 
ceeding. 
There were even stronger indications 
that 
he had 
cheered 
disheartened 
employes languishing for a champion. 
Ten days ago. cheer abruptly turned 
to despair. 
Ranking 
officials 
con­ 
sidered resigning but kept their agony 
to themselves. 
“ Where do we go from here? I don't 
know. No one knows. It’s too soon," 
mourned a division head. 
As the week wore on. ranking of­ 
ficials agreed to stay in answer to 
urgent pleas from Solicitor General 
Robert H. Bork who became acting 
attorney 
general 
and 
assumed 
responsibilities his academic training 
left him ill-prepared to handle. 
With the Watergate case dominating 
his attention, he urged department 
officials to carry on as they could have 
under Richardson. 
The uncertainty of a caretaker chief 
now is compounded by Bork’s avowed 
position on the restructured Watergate 
investigation 
and 
the 
special 
prosecutor he is soon to appoint. 
Just as Richardson did with the first 
prosecutor, Bork says he w ill tolerate 
no interference with the investigation 
and the man running it. As did Rich­ 
ardson he suggests he would resign 
rather than compromise the probe. 
If Bork avoids a confrontation for­ 
cing him to quit, he could remain for 
months as acting attorney general. The 
President seems unlikely to nominate a 
successor, 
subject 
to 
Senate 
con­ 
firm ation, until smoother sailing is in 
sight on Capitol Hill. 
In view of the long uncertain months 
ahead, Justice Department officials 
were left guessing about the future of 
Richardson’s pet projects. 
Some undoubtedly w ill collapse, but 
Richardson himself soon w ill write 
Bork urging him to press forward with 
proposals key to the depoliticizing 
effort. 
Personal advisers to Richardson and 
Ruckelshaus have agreed to stay at the 
department long enough to wrap up 
details oi those projects and ease the 
transition. 
Department sources say that one of 
the most important projects - a top to 
bottom review of the FBI — probably 
w ill continue but may not be carried as 
tar as Richardson and Ruckelshaus 
wished 
FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley has 
cooperated with the internal review, 
but has never pushed it. 
Richardson’s departure also cast 
doubt on the fate of legislation he in­ 
tended to propose to Congress to guard 
computer files maintained by the FBI 
and other government agencies from 
outside snoopers. 
The proposal, designed to protect 
individual rights to privacy, has been 
circu la te d 
to 
other 
governm ent 
agencies for comment and would have 
been sent to Congress within a few 
months. Sources said the White House 
so far has taken no position on it. 
Richardson had planned to announce 
last week a tentative proposal for

WASHINGTON C.H. 
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Captured Soviet M issile gets 
once-over by U.S.,-lsrael 


W ASH IN G TO N (AP) - The United 
States is expected to share in the 
knowledge gained by Israel in its 
capture of an advanced Soviet-built 
missile unit. 
U S government sources report the 
Israeli army captured intact an SA6 
antiaircraft system, which inflicted 
heavy losses on Israel’s U.S.-equipped 
air force in its first combat test during 
the latest Middle East war. 
U.S. military officials are anxious to 
learn in detail how the SAG operates, 
and how to foil it, because American 
planes may face it in any confrontation 
with the Soviet Union. It is believed 
U.S. experts may work with Israeli 
technicians in studying the system. 
The SA6, used in combination with 
other 
Soviet made 
antiaircraft 
weapons, was credited with knocking 
down roughly half of the more than IOO 
airplanes Israel lost in fighting the 
Egyptians and Syrians. 


Most of the downed planes were U n ­ 
manufactured E4 Phantom and A4 
Skyhawk jets, 
The deadly accuracy of the Soviet- 
built weapons alarmed both Israeli and 
U S 
military officials because they 
lacked the right electronic equipment 
to jam or confuse the SA6'a so­ 
phisticated guidance system 
Experts say the SAB, mounted on 
tank tracks, is very mobile and is most 
effective against planes attacking at 
low level. Many of the Israeli planes 
destroyed by the SA6 were flying low to 
strike at Egyptian and Syrian tanks 
U S sources said an SA6 missile 
battery, its radar and guidance 
equipment were seized intact by Israeli 
troops after they thrust across the Suez 
( anal into Egypt on Oct. 16. 
The Israeli com m and spoke of 
destroying and overruning Egyptian 
missile and artillery positions, but the 
capture of the SAB was kept secret.

W ASH IN G TO N (AP) — Fall planting 
of winter wheat for harvest next year 
gained sharply in Kansas and other 
plains areas by last weekend, but the 
crop was still behind normal schedule, 
the Agriculture Department says. 
“By Oct. 28, winter wheat seeding 
had advanced to 80 per cent complete in 
Kansas, 92 per 
cent

in 
Oklahoma, 91 per cent in Texas and 
about 
IOO 
per 
cent 
complete 
in 
Colorado,’’ 
the departm ent 
said 
Tuesday in a weekly weather bulletin. 
Normally, winter wheat planting is 95 
per cent done in Kansas by Oct. 28. the 
report said. In many areas heavy rain 
delayed planting for weeks or washed 
out many acres which already had been 
seeded. 
That has prevented early growth of 
wheat in much of the plains area where 
the crop normally provides valuable 
grazing for livestock and helps assure 
survival against extreme cold during 
winter months. 
Over all, last week’s sunny weather 
helped the fall harvest of corn and 
soybeans over a wide area. In the Corn 
Belt, the corn harvest was 38 per cent 
complete by Oct. 28, ahead of the 32 per 
cent rate last year. Nationally, about 43 
per cent of the crop was picked.

its head in the minds of judges in thinly- 
populated counties throughout Ohio. 
The Carroll County Bar Association 
recently released a letter stating their 
objectives to Issue 3, and sim ilar ob­ 
jectives have been expressed by judges 
in F ayette and Highland counties. 
Issue 3 on the November ballot is 
titled a 
“ p ro p o sed c o n stitu tio n a l 
am endm ent relative to adm inistration 
and organization of the courts of Ohio.” 
It will appear on the* ballot in the 
following form: 


This am endm ent: 
1. Allows two or m ore counties to be 
combined to form common pleas court 
districts with judges elected from such 
districts. 
2. Allows creation of divisions of 
common 
pleas 
courts 
with 
judges 
elected to specific divisions. 
3. Includes municipal and county 
court judges within the provisions of 
the modern courts am endm ent adopted 
in 1968. This will enable judges of these 
courts to receive 
in-term 
pay 
in­ 
creases. They would also bo subject to 
the sam e rules which apply to judges of 
other courts. These rules were adopted 
in the 1968 m odern courts am endm ent. 


C O N T A IN E D w ithin this sin g le 
paragraph are four m ajor changes in

Included in the amendm ent is the 
provision that municipal judges be 
barred from engaging in the private 
practice of law during their term on the 
bench.

SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — Aluminum 
recycling program s are “growing by 
leaps and bounds” and may m ake the 
metal one of the cheapest to use. 
Reynolds Metals Co. officials say. 
Richard N. 
Bolling, 
m anager 
of 
R e y n o ld s’ re c y clin g d ivision, said 
Monday his com pany's recycling ac ­ 
tivity now produces as much aluminum 
as if the company had built a new pot- 
line, a row' ol electrolytic cells used in 
the production of the metal. 
Speaking at a meeting on aluminum 
recycling, he said the process costs but 
a fraction of a potline and uses only 5 
per cent of the power required to 
produce an equal am ount of prim ary 
aluminum. 
The aluminum industry has been 
under fire for its high electrical con 
sumption as the Northwest enters the 
winter with power reservoirs far below 
normal. 
T E. Feagin, director of m arketing 
for the division, said that while it takes 
as much as three times the electricity 
to m ake a pound of alum inum as it does 
to make a pound of st (‘el, it takes about 
a third less of the lightweight metal to 
make one can. 
Bolling and Feagin said that although

Opening lead - queen of spades. 
The outcome of many contracts 
depends on how the defenders’ 26 cards 
are divided. Naturally, in such hands, 
declarer should shape his play so as to 
give himself the best mathematical 
chance for the contract. 
Here is a typical case. The opening 


lead is a spade and three rounds of the 
suit are played, South ruffing the third. 
Declarer cashes the K-Q of trumps and 
the question is what to do next. 
If he leads a low diamond to the jack 
and the finesse succeeds, he makes the 
contract without further ado. However, 
the finesse offers only a 50 per cent 
chance of success and, if it loses, the 
contract will almost surely founder 
with it. East returns a diamond and 
South later loses a club. 
Declarer should not adopt this 
method of play. Instead, he should plot 
a different course that raises his 
chances well beyond the 50-50 level. 
The line of play that stands out a mile 
lies in chasing the A K of clubs and 
playing a third round of the suit. One 
possibility is that East will win the 
third club, in which case South can 
claim tho rest of the tricks, since East 
will be completely hors de combat. 
If West wins the third club, as in the 
actual hand, he must yield a ruff and 
discard or return a diamond — and if he 
has either the queen or ten of diamonds 
the contract is ice cold. 
If 
he 
has 
the 
queen, 
he 
is 
automatically dead. If he had the ten 
and leads it, covering with the jack 
eliminates the diamond loser, while if 
he plays a low diamond away from the 
ten, declarer simply follows low from 
dummy to trap East’s queen.

Dizziness Is Not a Disease 


Dizziness undoubtedly is one of the 
most common complaints brought to 
the attention of doctors. 
Besides its distressing aspects, there 
is a temendous overlay of anxiety. 
Many of my readers write to me 
about a condition that particularly 
terrifies them, namely, Meniere’s 
disease. 


For some strange reason, this con­ 
dition is wrongly equated with all forms 
of dizziness. 
Dizziness (vertigo) and Meniere’s 
disease are not the same. Meniere’s 
disease is comparatively rare. It was 
first described about IOO years ago by 
the doctor whose name is identified 
with it. 


Sudden, severe, incapacitating dizzy 
spells, associated with noises in the 
head and progressive loss of hearing, 
suggest the possibility of Meniere’s 
disease. But before the diagnosis is 
definitively made, many complex 
hearing and equilibrium studies are 
performed. 
Dizziness of all kinds is known as 
“ vertigo.” A person may feel that he is 
standing still and objects are turning 
around him. Or, he may have the 
feeling that objects are standing still 
and that he is turning, falling or 
tumbling without control. 
When some patients complain of 
dizziness 
they 
confuse 
it 
with 
headache, lightheadedness, blurred 
eyesight, faintness, and even a 
stomach upset. 
Doctors are extremely careful in 
their interpretation of the patient’s 


description of what he considers to be 
dizziness. 
Another frequent misconception 
about dizziness is the identification of it 
with some inner ear disturbance. The 
reason for this is that the center of 
balance lies deep within the inner ear. 
Three tiny semi-circular canals contain 
droplets 
of 
fluid 
which 
con­ 
stantly adjust to every change of 
position of the head. 
This sensitive balance mechanism 
can be disturbed by a wide variety of 
conditions. 
Dizziness is not a disease. Rather is it 
a symptom of some underlying con­ 
dition. A partial list follows of the 
causes of dizziness that must be un­ 
covered for proper diagnosis. 
I. Allergy. 
2 Toxic effects of coffee, tea, alcohol 
and tobacco. 
3. High or low blood pressure. 
4. Motion sickness in a plane, train or 
car. 
5. Side effects of drugs. 
6. Ear infections. 
7. Eye disorders. 
8. Neurological diseases. 
9. Sudden, rapid changes of position. 
10. Arteriosclerosis. 
II. Excessive intake of fluid and salt. 
12. Emotional disturbances. 
13. Gastric upsets. 
14. Extraordinary fatigue. 
It is obvious that it is an arduous task 
to discover the exact cause of dizziness. 
If the condition persists, it is worth the 
effort, however, to be freed of the 
emotional anxiety so often associated 
with this unpleasant symptom.

Note drop in nation s welfare rolls 
I 


WASHINGTON (A l’) - The nation’s 
welfare rolls edged downward in fiscal 
1973 for the first time* in seven years, 
while the rise in expenditures slowed 
markedly, according to a new govern­ 
ment report released today. 


Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare figures show that 14.8 
million persons were receiving public 
assistance at the end of last June, a 
decrease of 249,OOO or 1.4 per cent fewer 
than a year ago. 


Costs for federal-state welfare 
programs totaled $19.4 billion for the 
12-month period, an increase of $l.l 
billion or ti per cent over fiscal 1972 
when spending shot up 17.4 per cent and 
the number of recipients topped the 15 
million mark. 


The last time the nation’s welfare 
caseload decreased was in 1967, when a 
net loss of about 100,000 recipients 
dropped the total 1.2 per cent to 7.7 mil 
lion persons. 


Then, the rolls began spiraling up 
ward each year, to 9.1 million, 10.2 
million, 12.2 million, 14.3 million and 
15.1 million. 


The bulk of the fiscal 1973 reduction 
occurred among the elderly, who were 
shifted off welfare when they began 
receiving higher Social Security 
benefits, and those persons on general 
assistance* which involves no federal 
funds.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger will visit 
Cairo and other Mideast capitals next 
week as the United States tries to pro­ 
mote peace negotiations between Israel 
and its Arab foes, officials said. 
The trip, to be formally announced 
today, is considered a prelude to talks 
between Israel and the Arab states late 
this year or in early 1974. 
Kissinger will stop in Jidda and 
Amman to confer with Saudi Arabian 
and Jordanian leaders, and possibly 
also in Rabat, Morocco. Then, after a 
stop in Pakistan, he will fly to Peking 
on Nov. IO for a visit postponed because 
of the Mideast war. 
The White House had planned to 
announce Kissinger’s trip following a 
m eeting today betw een President 
Nixon and Ismail Fahm y, the acting 
Egyptian foreign minister. 
The secret was spilled Tuesday night 
while the President, Kissinger and 
Soviet 
A m bassador 
Anatoly 
F. 
Dobrynin 
were 
meeting 
at 
Camp 
David, Md. 
As the diplomatic pace quickened, 
Prim e Minister Golda Meir of Israel 
was granted an appointment with 
Nixon at the White House on Thursday. 
She asked to see the President amid 
indications that the United States was 
pressing 
Israel 
to 
yield 
Egyptian 
territory on the west bank of the Suez 
Canal seized between two U.N. cease­ 
fire calls last week. 
The fact that Kissinger’s trip to Cairo 
had already been planned was taken as 
evidence that Washington has already 
decided on at least the broad outline of 
its diplomatic course. 
Both the United States and the Soviet 
Union have pledged to use their “good 
offices” to expedite negotiations bet­ 
ween Israel and her Arab neighbors. Of 
the two super powers, 
Washington 
clearly is playing the dominant role, 
w hile keeping 
Moscow 
inform ed 
principally through Dobrynin. 
All attempts to foster negotiations 
since Israel was established 25 years 
ago have foundered even before an 
agenda could be prepared. The object 
of the current exploratory talks is to 
bring the two sides together under one 
roof, bargaining through a U.S. in­ 
termediary or directly across the table 
from each other. Geneva is a potential 
site. 
Meanwhile, George Saddikni, the 
Syrian minister of information, vowed 
Tuesday that his country would not 
bargain with Israel. 
Mideast problems 
“can only 
be 
solved through complete Israeli with­ 
drawal from occupied Arab territories 
and the recognition of Palestinian 
rights,” he said in Damascus. 
Fahm y is understood to have told 
Kissinger, however, that Egypt, Syria 
and other Arab states are prepared to 
accept Israel’s sovereignty as a hard 
fact of life. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. William 
Saxbe emerged from a meeting with 
President Nixon today and said he is 
“relatively sure” he will be named U.S. 
attorney general. 
Saxbe said it was obvious the new 
special Watergate Prosecutor would be 
selected “long before I would be con­ 
firmed.” He sided with Nixon’s view 
that the executive branch, rather than 
the courts should appoint Cox’s suc­ 
cessor, and said he was satisfied that 
the new special 
prosecutor would 
receive any 
necessary 
information 
from 
White 
House 
tapes 
and 
documents. 
Saxbe said he and Nixon talked 
frankly about his assets and liabilities 
for the job. In response to a question, 
Saxbe said that Nixon had raised some 
★ ★ ★ ★ 


of his past criticism of the President. 
Saxbe said he responded that Nixon 
“ would have to take me warts and all,” 
but that his past criticism “certainly 
doesn’t reduce my ability to work and 
cooperate with the President.” 
Saxbe said his lengthy conversation 
with the President satisfied him that 
Nixon has acted honorably throughout 
the Watergate controversy. 
Asked whether Nixon had offered 
him the job as attorney general, Saxbe 
responded, “That was implied when I 
walked in.” He said the next move is up 
to Nixon, but added, “ I’m satisfied in 
my mind I could do the job.” 
Key senators had said Tuesday that 
Nixon planned to nominate Saxbe but 
Saxbe said then he had not been offered 
the job.

Saxbe, 57, a first-term senator who 
recently announced he would not run 
for re-election next year, is a former 
attorney general of his state. 
His nomination, which one source 
said was not expected until after 
completion of an FBI check next week, 
would mark the second time recently 
that Nixon has turned to Congress to fill 
a key vacancy. 
House Republican leader Gerald R. 
Ford is the nominee to replace Spiro T. 
Agnew as vice president. 
But Saxbe, unlike Ford, has on oc­ 
casion sharply criticized Nixon despite 
a voting record generally in support of 
the administration. 
During the Cam bodian invasion 
Saxbe said that the President “must 
have left his senses.”

In commenting earlier this year on 
whether the White House knew what 
was going on during the Watergate 
affair, Saxbe said, “That’s like saying 
the piano player didn’t know what was 
going on upstairs.” 
Saxbe said Tuesday that if he is 
asked to take the post, he would con­ 
sider it seriously.

Cox says new prosecutor must have wide freedom

WASHINGTON (AP) — Archibald 
Cox has expressed concern that any 
new special 
prosecutor named by 
P resid en t Nixon m ight not have 
authority to look into cam paign- 
financing violations, wiretapping and 
the ITT case. 
Nixon has promised that a new 
special prosecutor will be named this 
week to investigate “what is called the 
Watergate m atter.” 
Cox, 
who 
was 
fired as special 
prosecutor on Nixon’s orders, told the 
Senate 
Ju d iciary 
Committee 
on 
Tuesday 
that 
he 
considers 
the 
President’s phrase 
“the Watergate 
m atter” to involve only the break-in at 
Democratic national headquarters and 
the subsequent coverup. 
“ I do not think that definition covers 
my full jurisdiction,” Cox said. 
Cox contends his successor operating 
under Nixon’s definition of Watergate 
would be without authority to in­ 
vestigate allegations that the Nixon ad­ 
ministration 
improperly 
settled an 
antitrust suit against ITT; engaged in 
illegal wiretapping, and acted im ­ 
properly in accepting campaign money 
from the dairy industry. 
Cox told the committee Monday that 
he received, through then-Atty. Gen. 
Elliot 
L. 
R ichardson, 
num erous 
complaints from White House staff 
members about the breadth of his in­ 
vestigation. 
Cox was scheduled to testify again 
today in the Judiciary Committee’s 
inquiry 
into 
his 
firing. 
He 
was 
dismissed Oct. 20 for refusing to halt 
efforts 
to 
obtain 
White 
House 
documents relating to his investigation. 
Meanwhile, the Senate committee 
investigating the W atergate case 
planned to resume its hearings today 
with testimony from Berl Bernhard, 
who ran Sen.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Both 
houses of the legislature have approved 
separate versions of campaign finance 
bills, setting the stage for a conference 
committee to try to resolve difference.

Senate 
approved its bill just before midnight 
T uesday, about five hours after 
Democrats herded their bill through 
the House, which they control. 
Senators voted 17-16 along strict 
party lines, while Democrats mustered 
a 54-40 vote from among their 58 House 
members. Five members were absent 
from the House, and Rep. John E. 
Johnson, D-68 Orrville, voted with the 
Republicans. 
Although the two parties disagree on 
a number of minor issues, the key to a 
compromise lies in how to handle union 
contributions. Neither side has budged 
since the special session called by 
Democratic Gov. John Gilligan con­ 
vened Oct. 23.

At a 10-minute meeting just after 
midnight, the G(IP-controlled com ­ 
mittee substituted language from the 
Senate measure for that in the House 
bill. Senators then reconvened their 
floor session and approved return of, 
the amended House bill to the House. 
Senate Majority Leader Theodore 
Gray, R-3 Columbus, said that the 
move was necessary because a con­ 
ference committee cannot consider a 
bill that hasn’t been passed bv both 
houses. 
The conference com m ittee was 
expected to be named today.

White House 
claims Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) — White House 
officials, breaking their silence in an 
effort to calm the rekindled ITT con­ 
troversy, say they voluntarily supplied 
Archibald Cox with White House files 
on the antitrust settlement before he 
was fired as 
special 
W atergate 
prosecutor. 
Documents in those files, one high­ 
ranking official said, “do not show any 
personal involvement by the President 
in the terms of the ITT settlem ent in the 
summer of 1971.” 
In a memo uncovered by the Senate 
Watergate committee last 
August, 
former presidential aide Charles W. 
Colson said the secret documents would 
“directly involve the President” in the 
ITT scandal. 
The comments Tuesday night by 
high-level White House officials — the 
first time they had spoken out on the 
issue — were clearly intended to rebut 
the Colson memo. 
There were these other developments 
Tuesday in the controversy over the 
out-of-court settlement of the antitrust 
case against the huge conglomerate, 
International Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. 
—The New York Times, quoting 
sources 
close 
to

W atergate 
prosecution, reported that President 
Nixon told then-Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst not to appeal a court ruling 
favorable to ITT in one aspect of the 
antitrust case.

Herald said today. 


The Herald quoted unnamed sources, 
including one identified as a Gurney 
political confidant, as saying former 
Gurney aide Larry E. Williams col­ 
lected the cash in 1971 and 1972 from 
Florida builders seeking influence with 
the Federal Housing Administration. 
The money was used to pay office and

The Herald said Gurney, a member 
of the Senate Watergate committee,

Who's trapped on Suez Canal? 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt said 
today Egyptian forces could easily 
defeat Israeli units on the west bank of 
the Suez Canal. 
“ Militarily this is easy,” he said. 
“The east bank forces of the Egyptian 
3rd Army are well entrenched while the 
rest and larger part of this army is now 
behind the Israeli forces on the west 
bank ” 
But he said he was holding back to 
avoid more war and bloodshed. 
Sadat’s view of an endangered Israeli 
force conflicted with Tel Aviv’s claim 
that it has the Egyptian 3rd Army sur­ 
rounded and at its mercy on the east 
bank of the canal. 
Sadat also told a news conference in 
Cairo that Israel must pull back the 
troops on the west side of the canal to 
the lines they held at the time of the 
first cease fire on Oct. 22 before he will 
exchange prisoners of war. 
Israel had reported Tuesday that an 
exchange of wounded POWS was im­ 
minent. 


Sadat said his officers were pressing 
him to let them wipe out the Israeli 
forces on the west bank of the canal but 
he was holding back to give President 
Nixon time to prevail on the Israelis to 
withdraw. 
He indicated Nixon and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger this week told 
acting foreign minister, Ismail Fahmy 
they believe the Israelis should with 
draw. 
Fahmy 
was 
to

followed 
in 
Washington by Israeli Premier Golda 
Meir, who left Tel Aviv this morning for 
the United States. 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan told 
the Israeli parliament that Egypt has 
provided a list of 82 POWS - 45 of them 
injured 
and promised a list of all its 
POWS within three days. 
He said there would be an immediate 
exchange of wounded prisoners and 
Israel would take the first step by 
freeing 75 wounded Egyptians. 
“ We asked them for a full prisoner 
exchange but we have no promise on 
this,” Dayan said. 
“ But once the 


wounded are back and once the visits of 
the International Red Cross are taking 
place and the lists have been ex­ 
changed, I believe the full exchange 
would follow.”

Egypt’s official Middle 
East News Agency said the Egyptian 
high command had ordered a prisoner

But for folks who track down appari­ 
tions in creaky old houses, the subject

Take David Munsell. an exorcist who 
scares off spooks in his spare time, or 
Edw ard Warren, a professional ghost 
hunter who says he’s uncovered 500 
cases of genuine hauntings. 
These 
people believe. 
“ There’s no doubt about it,” Warren 
told an interviewer. “ I have seen 
people as solid as you appear and 
disappear/ 1 
Warren, of Monroe, Conn., says he’s 
investigated 
2,0 00 
reportings 
of 
supernatural activity in the past 25 
years. And in some cases, he says he’s 
actually convinced the ghosts that it s 
time to pass on. 


Munsell, who operates a landclearing 
business in Bradford, Maine, says he 
has driven spirits from about a half 
dozen houses by chanting over and 
over, “ In Jesu s’ name, get out.” 


Munsell’s most celebrated case was 
in Pittsfield, where a pesky spirit 
began winging objects through the air 
in a 125-year-old farmhouse which was 
the home of Mr 
and Mrs. 
Frank 
F^hrhardt. 


Munsell, who had read about the 
F^hrhardt’s troubles, offered his ser 
vices. That was two years ago, and the 
ghost, or whatever it was, has not re­ 
turned. 


Munsell, who teaches a course about 
the supernatural at the University ot 
Maine, says, “ Ghosts are simply mani 
testations of unclean, or evil, spirits. 
They’re fallen angels. They are in­ 
telligent, powerful beings. We don’t 
play games with them. 


“ I have authority over them through 
the Ixtrrf I command them to leave.” 
And he says it always works. 
However, Warren says not all ghosts 
are 
bad. 
Liven 
though 
some 
are 
demons, others are simply the confused 
spirits oi people who have died but 
don’t want to leave 


“ I am not an exorcist, but I can 
communicate with spirits,” 
Warren 
said “ I w ill talk to them just as I talk to 
you Remember they are people, even 
though in spirit form 


“ Many ot them will not accept the 
fact that they are dead because they 
don’t want to accept the fact of God 
Some just don’t want to leave home 
Others don’t want to give up their 
families, 


‘We must convince them that they 
would l><* better off if they passed over 
correctly and let things take their 
course.”

Juries and drinking

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There is no lack of good reasons to 
avoid excessive drinking, even of the 
so-called social variety. One little 
added nudge toward abstemious or 
at any rate temperate behavior is 
brought to attention by Jury Verdict 
Research. 
This group’s staff has just com­ 
pleted a study, “ Alcohol as an Issue - 
Plaintiff Drinking.” It concludes 
that juries considering liability suits 
are likely to show much less sym­ 
pathy for plaintiffs if the latter were 
under the influence of alcohol at the 
time of the episode in question 
A release about the report puts the 


question thus: “ If you were involved 
in an automobile accident, fell at the 
neighborhood grocery, or perhaps 
slipped off the scaffold at your place 
of business, will your previous in­ 
take of alcoholic beverages affect 
the reactions and reasoning of the 
jury?” The general answer is in the 
affirmative. 


The Jury Verdict Research report 
does show that when awards are 
made the amount is only a little less 


in cases where drinking is involved 
than would normally be expected. 
The crunch comes on the jackpot 


question whether an award will be 
made at all. Here the adverse im­ 
pact of drinking on jury sympathies 
is clearly shown. As an example the 
report offers data on awards to 


plaintiff pedestrians struck by 
vehicles: if alcohol was involved, we 
are told, an award is made in about 
one-third fewer cases. 


No one expects to be hit by a car, 
of course, or to fall at the grocery 
store or slip off a scaffold. Still, it 
could happen. And if you’re lucky, 
you won’t have been drinking when 
it does.

It was only a few months ago that the 
people who hold my general position on 
the Soviet Union, on detente, and on 
related issues were being denounced 
from the intellectual housetops as 
“ Cold War relics,” “ obsessive anti­ 
communists,” and fossils crusted over 
the antique dogmas.

Fulbright should have received the 
Nobel Peace Prize. 
Eugene McCarthy? 
I ’m 
a close 
reader, but so far he has drawn a blank. 


Secretary of State Kissinger noted that 
Soviet behavior had been moderate and 
not irresponsible. 
No. The first two realistic voices 
heard were . . . you guessed it: Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson and George Meany. 
Maybe Jackson is an “ obsessive anti­ 
communist,” but to date no politician 
has come within light years of his 
superb analysis of events in the Middle 
East delivered Oct. 15 in Los Angeles. 
Maybe Meany is a “ Cold War relic,” 
but on Oct. 9 he sent a wire to Secretary 
Kissinger. 
The telegram was succinct and to the 
point: Meany expressed the AFL-CIO’s

Muamma el-Qaddafi of Libya ex­ 
propriates an international oil com­ 
pany, the Western press echoes with

Allendeism and Qaddafiism are 
supposed to be a barbarous application 
of the doctrine of nationalism, bar­

the Fifth Amendment* of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


You would not normally expect to see 
the idea of just compensation flouted in 
Canada, a country with the same legal 
traditions as the U. S. Yet, without any 
journalistic 
fanfare or outraged 
protests from the U. S. State Depart­ 
ment, Canadian provincial govern­ 
ments have been emulating Chile’s 
Allende with the most brazen in­ 
souciance. 
A U. S.-owned company, Churchill 
Forest Industries, made a deal some 
years ago with what was then the 
conservative government of the 
Canadian province of Manitoba to 
develop some 40,000 square miles of 
country in the northern part of the 
province just 
below 
Hudson 
Bay. 
Manitoba’s share of the financing came 
to 86 per cent of the total, with Churchill 
Forest Industries putting up the 
remainder. 


The Arthur D. Little Company of 
Boston was in on the advisory details. 
Churchill was to build the necessary 
mills, lay our new towns for mill 
workers and their families, and market 
the forest products for a period of 60 
years. It was, supposedly, a hard-and- 
fast lease arrangement, entered into 
for the benefit of Manitoba itself. 


THIS WAS before

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—Oil drilling 
in Ohio is up a full 50 per cent over last 
year as oil producers re-evaluate the 
state’s potential in light of the energy 
crisis. 
The 
Ohio 
Natural 
Resources 
Department said today 1,359 oil wells 
were drilled through Oct. 19, compared 
to only 886 through the same period in 
1972. 
Not only are more new wells being 
dulled, but wildcatters are beginning 
to explore the potential of deep wells, a 
virtually untapped resource previously 
passed over in favor of lower, but 
steady yield shallow wells. 
And low producing wells past their 
prim e are being kept in production 
longer than before the energy shortage 
“ In a way, we’re in a boom,’’ said G. 
Lyman Dawe, oil and gas division 
director for the state department. 
“ This is great country for the in­ 
dependent and small operator,” Dawe 
said 
Much of the state’s popularity comes 
from the 90 per cent success rate in 
striking oil in certain sandstone strata 
in eastern Ohio, Dawe said. 
Shallow wells there can he drilled 
fairly cheaply and with acceptable risk 
by the smaller operator, Dawe said, 
though production doesn’t match the 
great oil fields of Texas, Louisiana and 
Oklahoma. 
In addition, drillers are exploring the 


possibility of deep wells. Dawe said 
Ohio drillers never could reach the 
24,000-foot wells of the southwest, but a 
lew now are going considerably past 
the 4,000 foot average Ohio well. 
He said the deep well potential is 
beginning to attract 
explorative 
wildcatters. 
“ I can’t tell you how great the deep 
potential is, but we do have a deep 
potential,” Dawe said. 
At the same time, “ stripper wells” — 
wells producing less than IO barrels a 
day are being kept in production 
longer, Dawe said. That reflects price 
increases of up to 20 per cent. 


“ It’s not a matter of popularity,” he 
said. “ It’s just one of the facts of life.” 


Of the 9.4 million barrels of oil Ohio 
produced last year, more than two- 
thirds came from stripper wells. The 
Interstate Oil Compact Commission 


said there were 14,863 stripper wells in 
Ohio at the beginning of the year, and 
stripper well reserves are estimated at 
89 million barrels. 


Dawe said most Ohio drilling seeks 
both oil and natural gas, and Ohio 
natural gas exploration also is gaining 
in popularity.

COPING WITH BILLIN G ERR O R S 
Bills with errors are never pleasant 
to receive. Getting such bills corrected 
is easier if you understand how errors 
might occur 
If your credit statement is wrong, it 
may be due to the billing time lag. 
Several days will elapse between the 
day your statement is prepared and the 
day you receive it. This period 
perhaps five days or longer — is the 
billing time lag. Any purchase or 
payments made during this period will 
not appear on your current statement. 
( heck the billing date if you receive a 
bill which doesn’t record your last 
payment. Compare that date and the 
date 
your 
check 
probably 
was 
received. If the omission is due to 
billing time lag, the problem is only 
temporary. 
If the time lag isn’t the cause, check 
to be sure you aren’t to blame. Does 
someone else have access to the same 
credit account? If so, you may not know 
about all the charges made on the 
account. Check to be sure there are no 
charges made by another person. 
A returned check also causes billing 
discrepancies. Insufficient funds is not 
the only reason checks are returned. 
You may, for example, have failed to 
sign the check or failed to name a 
payee. 
If a store claims it never received 
your check, call the bank to see if it has

Know when billing dates are and mail 
your payments so they arrive before 
the deadline. Put your return address 
on the envelope and return the correct 
portion of the bill with your payment.

arrives, 
review 
it 
promptly. 
Keep 
copies of all charges you’ve made and 
compare them with the bill. If you do 
find an error, start to get it corrected 
right away. 
First, notify the company promptly 
of the billing error. When you call the 
company, have at hand your charge 
card 
number, 
the 
statement, 
and 
copies of the sales slips. Note the name 
of the person you talk with and the date 
— you might need this information 
later. 
If your contact is by mail, send a 
separate letter — don’t just write a note 
on the bill. Include your credit card 
number and any other necessary in­ 
formation. Keep a copy of the letter. 
Don’t pay for merchandise that you 
haven’t received; don’t pay any part of 
a bill that you don’t owe. But — do 
contact the company promptly to ex­ 
plain why you haven’t sent payment. 
Keep a copy of this letter, too. 
If you have difficulty getting the 
error corrected, send a registered 
letter to the president of the company. 
Explain your problem in detail, give 
the facts of the situation, and explain 
what you’ve done to solve the problem. 
If the problem still isn’t settled, 
report it to the appropriate regulatory 
agency in government. To protect your 
credit rating, write a statement of IOO 
words or less giving your view of the 
problem and ask the local 
credit 
bureau to file it with your account. This

mission concluded that the trend of 
world demand was outpacing supply 
and would continue to do so unless 
massive steps were taken to achieve 
more of a balance. 
“ What happened as a result? In ef­ 
fect, nothing!’’

“ It is reassuring that this country has 
almost unlimited energy potential in 
the form of coal and oil shale.

It adds that “ large-scale” additions 
to the energy supply will come from 
solar and geothermal sources in the

Many corporations are enjoying

history, but that doesn’t mean they’re 
happy. 
One after another they’ve boasted to 
stockholders and brokers about record 
high profits and then, lest the govern­ 
ment was listening, added that price 
r elief was necessary if profitability was 
to continue. 
Union Carbide, for example, “ ex­ 
pects the best year in the corporation’s 
history,” its chief financial officer, 
William Pardoe, told San Francisco 
security analysts this week. 
That was half the story. Another 


officer then cautioned that rising costs 
of hydrocarbon feedstock and energy 
would require relief from price restric­ 
tions on its products now imposed by 
Phase 4.

"Cop,” “ pig,” “fuzz,” “ the m an,’’ 
“ the law,” are all slang expressions 
you should be hearing for the last time. 
Under the new revisions of the Ohio 
Criminal Code, Section 109.71 all law 
enforcement agents are defined as 
“ peace officers.” 
The new' Criminal Code was adopted 
by the Ohio General Assembly in 
December, 1972 and is to become ef­ 
fective on Jan. I, 1974. There have been 
no major changes in the code since 
1815. 
The 21,000 law officers throughout the 
State of Ohio being trained in the new 
Criminal Code are doing so to retain 
their standing. The Code also states 
that any law enforcem ent agent 
without the 40-hour training course 
holds an invalid certificate and ceases 
to be “A Peace Officer.” 
The Code has been met with mixed 
emotions. The older peace officers 
have admitted experiencing difficulty 
in making all the new changes, while 
the younger peace officers are happy 
with the much shortened, more sim­ 
plified Code. 
The two groups hit upon common 
ground when it comes to discussing the 
consistency in law practice the Code 
will bring about. 


SINCE EVERYONE involved in law 
in the state of Ohio is required to use 
the shme training manual, there will be 
a far narrower margin of individual 
interpretation of the law. 
A judge, lawyer, or peace officer is 
more 
likely 
to 
interpret, 
enforce, 
punish or pardon in the same manner 
his fellow law enforcing agents in the 
other areas of the state are doing. 
This is summed up by the message 


the attorney general of Ohio, William J. 
Brown, wrote in the preface of the 
training manuel. 
“ Law enforcement 
rests 
on 
the 
loyalty and dedication of officers who 
not only believe and trust in the law, 
but also understand it. That is why this 
manuel has been prepared to ensure 
that all peace officers throughout the 
State of Ohio receive a consistent 
program of quality education in the 
Criminal Code.” 
The 
four 
peace 
officers 
in 
Washington C.H. qualified to teach the 
revised 
code are: Chief of Police 
Rodman Scott, Specialists Dennis I). 
Brown and Larry M. Hott, of the Police 
Department, and Sheriff Don Thomp­ 
son, of the Sheriff’s Department. 
These men became qualified 
by 
taking a 16-hour crash course, divided 


into two 8 hour sessions, taught in 
Columbus. 
Brown and Hott are conducting the 
course on 
Tuesday 
and Thursday 
evenings from 6 p.m. til 9 p.m. and on 
Sunday from I p.m. to 4 p.m. 
The men involved are taking the 
course on their off-duty time. The 40- 
hour course should end in about four 
weeks, and then another course will 
start immediately tor those who had to 
work while the others were being

Justice Department faces long twilight

WASHINGTON (AP) — Haw from 
the wounds of Watergate, the Justice 
Department is putting on a brave face 
and turning inward to mend. 
It was to have been the show' piece for 
a law and order President. It became a 
house beset by one morale-shattering 
upheaval after another. 
As the scandal unfolded with the 
spring, one attorney general was ac­ 
cused of crim es and other standard 
bearers were accused of impropriety. 
The mood was glum. 
President Nixon turned then to Elliot 
L. 
R ichardson 
and 
William 
D. 
Ruckelshaus, two administration men 
who stood untouched and generally 
regarded as 
honorable, 
truthful. 
upright. They were sent as the rescuers 
to convince a doubting public that 
Justice, too. housed those virtues. 
“ There was a ferment of ideas, an 
enthusiasm 
they 
g e n e r a te d .” 
an 
associate recalls now. 
With Richardson as attorney general 
and Ruckelshaus as his deputy, debate 
bounced incessantly around the bur­ 
nished walnut conference table. Memos 
flew like wildfire. 
Gone were the days of John N. 
Mitchell, 
N ixon's 
first 
attorney 
general, 
a 
man 
now 
accused 
of 
violating the law he was supposed to 
enforce. 
Gone were the IO months of Richard 
Kleindienst, a man who resigned as the 
scandal lapped close to him. 
And gone now are Richardson and 
Ruckelshaus, who promised justice 
devoid 
of 
politics, 
prom ised 
a 
Watergate investigation free of outside 
pressure, and quit as the ultimate act to 
keep the vow. 
Richardson m ade it his mission to 
restore public confidence in the Justice 
Department in a campaign of speeches 
backed up step by step with action. 
There were indications he was suc­ 
ceeding. 
There were even stronger indications 
that he 
had 
cheered 
disheartened 
employes languishing for a champion. 
Ten days ago. cheer abruptly turned 
to despair. 
Ranking 
officials 
con­ 
sidered resigning but kept their agony 
to themselves. 
“ Where do we go from here? I don’t 
know. No one knows. It’s too soon,” 
mourned a division head. 
As the week wore on, ranking of­ 
ficials agreed to stay in answer to 
urgent pleas from Solicitor General 
Robert H. Bork who became acting 
attorney 
g en eral 
and 
a ssu m e d 
responsibilities his academ ic training 
left him ill-prepared to handle. 
With the Watergate case dominating 
his attention, he urged department 
officials to carry on as they could have 
under Richardson. 
The uncertainty of a caretaker chief 
now is compounded by Bork’s avowed 
position on the restructured Watergate 
investigation 
and 
the 
sp ecial 
prosecutor he is soon to appoint. 
Just as Richardson did with the first 
prosecutor, Bork says he will tolerate 
no interference with the investigation 
and the man running it. As did Rich­ 
ardson he suggests he would resign 
rather than compromise the probe. 
If Bork avoids a confrontation for­ 
cing him to quit, he could remain for 
months as acting attorney general. The 
President seem s unlikely to nominate a 
successor, 
subject 
to 
Senate 
con­ 
firmation, until smoother sailing is in 
sight on Capitol Hill. 
In view of the long uncertain months 
ahead. Justice Department officials 
were left guessing about the future of 
Richardson’s pet projects.

and later had an eighth defendant, 
Black Panther leader Bobby Seale, 
gagged in the courtroom.

“ a steady erosion of the standards of 
conduct through a pattern of insults, 
harassment and the most petty kind of 
unfairness.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States is expected to share in the 
knowledge gained by Israel in its 
capture of an advanced Soviet-built 
missile unit. 
U.S. government sources report the 
Israeli arm y captured intact an SA6 
antiaircraft system, which inflicted 
heavy losses on Israel’s U.S.-equipped 
air force in its first combat test during 
the latest Middle East war. 
U.S. m ilitary officials are anxious to 
learn in detail how the SA6 operates, 
and how to foil it, because American 
planes may face it in any confrontation 
with the Soviet Union. It is believed 
U.S. experts may work with Israeli 
technicians in studying the system. 
The SA6, used in combination with 
other 
Soviet-m ade 
a n tia irc ra ft 
weapons, was credited with knocking 
down roughly half of the more than IOO 
airplanes Israel lost in fighting the 
Egyptians and Syrians. 


Most of the dow ned planes were U n ­ 
manufactured F4 Phantom and A4 
Skyhawk jets. 
The deadly accuracy of the Soviet- 
built weapons alarm ed both Israeli and 
U.S. m ilitary officials because they 
lacked the right electronic equipment 
to jam or confuse the SA6’s so­ 
phisticated guidance system. 
Experts say the SA6, mounted on 
tank tracks, is very mobile and is most 
effective against planes attacking at 
low level. Many of the Israeli planes 
destroyed by the SA6 were flying low to 
strike at Egyptian and Syrian tanks. 
U.S. sources said an SA6 missile 
b attery , its ra d a r and guidance 
equipment were seized intact by Israeli 
troops after they thrust across the Suez 
Canal into Egypt on Oct. 16. 
The Israeli com m and spoke of 
destroying and overruning Egyptian 
missile and artillery positions, but the 
capture of the SA6 was kept secret.

“By Oct. 28, winter wheat seeding 
had advanced to 80 per cent complete in 
Kansas, 92 per

said 
Tuesday in a weekly weather bulletin. 
Normally, winter wheat planting is 95 
per cent done in Kansas by Oct. 28, the 
report said. In many areas heavy rain 
delayed planting for weeks or washed 
out many acres which already had been 
seeded. 
That has prevented early growth of 
wheat in much of the plains area where 
the crop normally provides valuable 
grazing for livestock and helps assure 
survival against extrem e cold during 
winter months. 
Over-all, last week’s sunny weather 
helped the fall harvest of corn and 
soybeans over a wide area. In the Corn 
Belt, the corn harvest was 38 per cent 
complete by Oct. 28, ahead of the 32 per 
cent rate last year. Nationally, about 43 
per cent of the crop was picked.

Small county officials wary of Issue 3' on state ballot

The 
‘.‘m o n ste r” 
hidden in 
the 
shadows of Issue 3, has begun to raise 
its head in the minds of judges in thinly- 
populated counties throughout Ohio. 
The Carroll County Bar Association 
recently released a letter stating their 
objectives to Issue 3, and similar ob­ 
jectives have been expressed by judges 
in Fayette and Highland counties. 
Issue 3 on the November ballot is 
titled a 
‘‘proposed constitutional 
amendment relative to administration 
and organization of the courts of Ohio.” 
It will appear on the ballot in the 
following form: 


This amendment: 
1. Allows two or more counties to be 
combined to form common pleas court 
districts with judges elected from such 
districts. 
2. Allows creation of divisions of 
common 
pleas courts with judges 
elected to specific divisions. 
3. Includes municipal and county 
court judges within the provisions of 
the modern courts amendment adopted 
in 1968. This will enable judges of these 
courts to receive 
in-term 
pay 
in­ 
creases. They would also be subject to 
the same rules which apply to judges of 
other courts. These rules were adopted 
in the 1968 modern courts amendment. 


CONTAINED within this single 
paragraph are four major changes in 
Ohio law. 


Most widely publicized is the point 
that 
its 
p assag e 
would 
enable 
municipal court judges to receive pay 
raises during their term of office. 
Included in the amendment is the 
provision that municipal judges be 
barred from engaging in the private 
practice of law during their term on the 
bench. 
There also is a twofold provision for 
the restructuring of the common pleas 
court system. Passage would allow 
creation of divisions of the common 
pleas courts with judges elected to 
specific divisions, and would allow two 
or more counties to be combined to 
form common pleas court districts. The 
district would then elect a judge to 
preside over the entire district. 
THE OBJECTION from Southern 
Ohio

centers on

SEATTLE, Wash. (AP) — Aluminum 
recycling programs are “growing by 
leaps and bounds” and may make the 
metal one of the cheapest to use, 
Reynolds Metals Co. officials say. 
Richard N. Bolling, 
m anager of 
R eynolds’ recycling division, said 
Monday his company’s recycling ac­ 
tivity now produces as much aluminum 
as if the company had built a new pot- 
line, a row of electrolytic cells used in 
the production of the metal 
Speaking at a meeting on aluminum 
recycling, he said the process costs but 
a fraction of a po ti inc and uses only 5 
per cent ol the power required to 
produce an equal amount of primary 
aluminum. 
The aluminum industry has been 
under fire for its high electrical con­ 
sumption as the Northwest enters the 
winter with power reservoirs far below 
normal. 
T E Feagin, director of marketing 
for the division, said that while it takes 
as much as three times the electricity 
to make a pound of aluminum as it does 
to make a pound of steel, it takes about 
a third less of the lightweight metal to 
make one can. 
Bolling and Feagin said that although 
tlu* aluminum recycling effort was 
instituted under p re ssu re by en­ 
vironmentalists concerned with can 
litter, pilot programs found that en 
vironm ental concern alone w a sn ’t 
enough to got public cooperation. 
They said the program took oft when 
the industry offered IO cents a pound 
for used cans.

New state law In effect

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Custom 
hot rods with raised rear bumpers or 
with bumpers removed may get the 
owner 
arrested in Ohio 
beginning 
today. 
This is the effective date of a new law 
enacted by the 110th General Assem­ 
bly, banning the removal or alteration 
of bumper heights more than three 
inches from the manufacturers’ levels. 
It carries a $25 fine for the first 
violation, but provides for a fine of $50 
to $500, or 60 days in jail, or both, for a 
subsequent offense. 
Effective Jan. I, 1974, when the new 
Ohio code goes into effect, the penalty 
goes to a $100 fine without any jail 
sentence. Subsequent offenses call for a 
maximum of 60 <.ays in jail and a fine of 
$500. 
S ta te 
highway 
safety 
officials 
pressed for passage of the bill, citing 
instances in which the jacked up 
bumpers made cars unstable. They 
said rear end collisions involving cars 
with raised bumpers or with no bum­ 
pers result more often in fires. 
The bill carries an exception for cars 
operated in areas other than on a public 
street or highway. It still will be per­ 
missible to operate them on race tracks 
or drag strips, or on other property that 
does not qualify as being a street or 
highway. 
Another new law, effective today, 
exempts motion picture projectionists 
from liability in the showing of films 
judged as obscene or harmful 
to 
minors. 
The 
exem ption 
applies 
if 
the 


projectionist shows that his action is 
within the scope of his duties as an 
employe of the theater or its owner or 
m anager, 
and 
that 
he 
has 
no 
managerial responsibilities 
and no 
financial interest in the theater other 
than his wages. 
Other new laws effective today, 90 
days after being signed by Gov. John J. 
Milligan, provide that: 
—Liquor may be sold on county 
fairgrounds during periods when fairs 
are not in session. 
—The state may issue auto license 
plates for periods longer than a year 
and requiring the purchase of annual 
validation stickers, beginning in 1975 
—Persons serving jail time for a 
misdemeanor or awaiting trial on a 
felony may cast absentee election 
ballots. 
- Probate courts may destroy cer­ 
tain records after holding them 21 
years.

Opening lead - queen of spades. 
The outcome of many contracts 
depends on how the defenders’ 26 cards 
are divided. Naturally, in such hands, 
declarer should shape his play so as to 
give himself the best m athem atical 
chance for the contract. 
Here is a typical case. The opening 


lead is a spade and three rounds of the 
suit are played, South ruffing the third. 
Declarer cashes the K-Q of trum ps and 
the question is what to do next. 
If he leads a low diamond to the jack 
and the finesse succeeds, he makes the 
contract without further ado. However, 
the finesse offers only a 50 per cent 
chance of success and, if it loses, the 
contract will alm ost surely founder 
with it. East returns a diamond and 
South later loses a club. 
D eclarer should not adopt this 
method of play. Instead, he should plot 
a different course that raises his 
chances well beyond the 50-50 level. 
The line of play that stands out a mile 
lies in chasing the A-K of clubs and 
playing a third round of the suit. One 
possibility is that E ast will win the 
third club, in which case South can 
claim the rest of the tricks, since East 
will be completely hors de combat. 
If West wins the third club, as in the 
actual hand, he m ust yield a ruff and 
discard or return a diamond — and if he 
has either the queen or ten of diamonds 
the contract is ice cold.

If he had the ten 
and leads it, covering with the jack 
elim inates the diamond loser, while if 
he plays a low diamond away from the 
ten, declarer simply follows low from 
dummy to trap E a st’s queen.

Dizziness Is Not a Disease 


Dizziness undoubtedly is one of the 
most common complaints brought to 
the attention of doctors. 
Besides its distressing aspects, there 
is a temendous overlay of anxiety. 
Many of my readers write to me 
about a condition that particularly 
terrifies them, nam ely, M eniere’s 
disease. 


For some strange reason, this con­ 
dition is wrongly equated with all forms 
of dizziness. 
Dizziness (vertigo) and M eniere’s 
disease are not the same. M eniere’s 
disease is comparatively rare. It was 
first described about IOO years ago by 
the doctor whose nam e is identified 
with it. 


Sudden, severe, incapacitating dizzy 
spells, associated with noises in the 
head and progressive loss of hearing, 
suggest the possibility of Meniere’s 
disease. But before the diagnosis is 
definitively m ade, m any com plex 
hearing and equilibrium studies are 
performed. 
Dizziness of all kinds is known as 
“vertigo.’’ A person may feel that he is 
standing still and objects are turning 
around him. Or, he may have the 
feeling that objects are standing still 
and that he is turning, falling or 
tumbling without control. 
When some patients complain of 
dizziness 
they 
confuse 
it 
with 
headache, lightheadedness, blurred 
eyesight, faintness, and 
even 
a 
stomach upset. 
Doctors are extremely careful in 
their interpretation of the patient’s 


description of what he considers to be 
dizziness. 
A nother freq u en t m isconception 
about dizziness is the identification of it 
with some inner ear disturbance. The 
reason for this is that the center of 
balance lies deep within the inner ear. 
Three tiny sem i-circular canals contain 
dro p lets 
of 
fluid 
which 
con­ 
stantly adjust to every change of 
position of the head. 
This sensitive balance mechanism 
can be disturbed by a wide variety of 
conditions. 
Dizziness is not a disease. R ather is it 
a symptom of some underlying con­ 
dition. A partial list follows of the 
causes of dizziness that m ust be un­ 
covered for proper diagnosis. 
1. Allergy. 
2. Toxic effects of coffee, tea, alcohol 
and tobacco. 
3. High or low blood pressure. 
4. Motion sickness in a plane, train or 
car. 
5. Side effects of drugs. 
6. E ar infections. 
7. Eye disorders. 
8. Neurological diseases. 
9. Sudden, rapid changes of position. 
10. Arteriosclerosis. 
11. Excessive intake of fluid and salt. 
12. Emotional disturbances. 
13. Gastric upsets. 
14. E xtraordinary fatigue. 
It is obvious that it is an arduous task 
to discover the exact cause of dizziness. 
If the condition persists, it is worth the 
effort, however, to be freed of the 
emotional anxiety so often associated 
with this unpleasant sym ptom.

Note drop in nation's welfare rolls 
I 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
welfare rolls edged downward in fiscal 
1973 for the first time in seven years, 
while the rise in expenditures slowed 
markedly, according to a new govern­ 
ment report released today. 


Departm ent of Health, Education 
and Welfare figures show that 14.8 
million persons were receiving public 
assistance at the end of last June, a 
decrease of 249,(KH) or 1.4 per cent fewer 
than a year ago. 


Costs for fed eral-state w elfare 
program s totaled $19.4 billion for the 
12-month period, an increase of $1.1 
billion or (J per cent over fiscal 1972 
when spending shot up 17.4 per cent and 
the number of recipients topped the 15- 
million mark. 


The last time the nation’s welfare 
caseload decreased was in 1967, when a 
net loss of about 1(M),(KH) recipients 
dropped the* total 1.2 per cent to 7.7 m il­ 
lion persons. 


Then, the rolls began spiraling up 
ward each year, to 9.1 million, 10.2 
million, 12.2 million, 14.3 million and 
15.1 million. 


The bulk of the fiscal 1973 reduction 
occurred among the elderly, who were 
shifted off welfare when they began 
receiving higher Social Security 
benefits, and those persons on general 
assistance which involves no federal 
funds.
